Vets Take Village 


APOUsIN G project for veterans 

which represents “a splendid 
example of understanding, co- 
ordination and fulfillment of re- 
spective responsibilities” was of- 
ficially turned over to the College 
by C. Leslie Weir, Region II pro- 
ject planner for Federal Public 
Housing Authority, on Homecom- 
ing weekend... - 

For 20 married veterans and 86 
single ex-servicemen, the dedica- 
tion marked the formal opening 
of their new residences now com- 
plete after intermittent delays 
caused by strikes and material 
shortages. 

It meant that the College’s ov- 
ercrowded emergency housing 
condition was alleviated and the 
“displaced” veterans now have a 
new home for a college year and 
not for a service career. 

More than 50 single veteran- 
students had been temporarily 
housed in jammed quarters in the 
gymnasium and private homes 
when a walkout by carpenters de- 
layed completion before college 
opened. Married vets, their wives 


and families, were placed in pri-. 


vate homes near the campus and 
downtown. 
In impressive ceremonies at 


Oller Hall, Mr. Weir of FPHA de-. 


clared that “here at Juniata Col- 
lege we have a symbol which 
every citizen can understand” as 
he formally presented the key to 
the 20-apartment Village and 86- 
‘man Sherwood Lodge to Henry B.

Dr. John C. Baker, a member 
of Juniata College’s Board of 
Trustees and president of Ohio 
University, Athens, O., char- 
tered a plane to bring him to

Mr. Weir described the program 
of the Federal Government in pro- 
viding housing for veterans citing 
Pennsylvania as an example 
where 24 municipalities and 26 
educational institutions are exe- 
cuting cooperatively a twenty-five 
million dollar temporary housing 
project. 

Congressman Richard M. Simp- 
son, in a brief message, proclaimed 
that “it is fitting that these build- 
ings, originally dedicated to war, 
now are dedicated as homes—a 
symbol of peace.” He was sup- 
ported in this belief by William 
S. Livengood, Jr., Secretary of In- 
ternal Affairs for Pennsylvania 
and an alumnus, who stated that 
he, too, recognized the symbol 
which the veterans’ housing proj- 
ect represented. 

The key to the project—and to 
his own apartment—was accepted 
by Thomas J. Boyd, Jr., Clairton 
army veteran of three campaigns 
in the South Pacific, who repre- 
sented the ex-servicemen. Presi- 
dent Calvert N. Ellis presided at 
the dedication. 


Postwar Fund 


A GOAL of $100,000 was set by 
Huntingdon County business- 


‘men and alumni of Juniata in a 


November campaign to support 
the million-dollar postwar fund of 
the college. 

Erection of a memorial physical 
education building to be dedi- 
cated to the men and women of 
the college who died and who 
served in the war will be one of 
the first objectives of the postwar 
planning project. Twenty-four 
gave their lives. 

The postwar fund was set up a 
year ago, after a planning com- 
mission recommended that addi- 
tional facilities and a larger en- 
dowment be made available to 
keep pace with a revised curricu- 
lum and a growing student body. 

To date $211,000 has been con- 
tributed. Campaigns will continue 
throughout the winter in all sec- 
tions of the state. 7

by forest rangers, featured the 
morning outing.

The Echo further described the 
morning trip down the Juniata 
valley—in 1904— as “invigorating 
for everyone.” It revealed that “all 
girls, crippled, sick, or dead-in-love 
boys rode on large springless 
wagons.” This year’s trip was 
made by bus and automobile.

Evans, librarian of the college, the 
meeting was the first in which 
definite steps were taken to form

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iata College. Miss Evans was then 
serving as librarian at Terminal 
Island Naval Base. 

It was a tea and social affair 
utilizing the blue and gold of Jun- 
iata as the color theme. A table 
centerpiece included blue water 
lilies and yellow roses; cakes and 
candies were iced in college col- 
ors; napkins were decorated with 
the college seal. 

Mr. H. J. Speck of Long Beach, 
a member of the class of ’82 and 
oldest former student present, re- 
lated his experiences of the “early 
days” at the college. Rev. Galen 
K. Walker, 05, Glendora, Cal‘f., 
was Selected president of the 
group and Miss Florence Bolinger 
37, LaVerne, Calif., was appointed 
secretary-treasurer. 


Expanded Faculty

Among the five who returned 
were Dr. Charles S. Shively, pro- 
fessor emeritus of mathematics;

Miss 
Williams and Miss Evans were on 
leaves of absence. 

._Two others familiar to Juniat- 
ians, the Rev. Tobias F. Henry, 
pastor of the Stone Church of the 
Brethren, and Professor Charles .

Reverend Henry is assistant pro- 
fessor of sociology and Professor 
Grimminger is instructor in mod- 
ern languages. 

Taking the Mary S. Geiger chair 
in Biblical studies is the Rev Wil- 
bur H. Neff, former pastor of the 
Pittsburgh Church of the Breth- 
ren. Reverend Neff is a graduate 
of Juniata and studied at Western 
Theological Seminary. 

Among the other newcomers are 
two men with doctor’s degrees in 
their respective fields: Dr. Earl W. 
Seibert, assistant professor of psy- 
chology, and Dr. Raymond T. Dav- 
is Jr., instructor in chemistry. 

Dr. Seibert came to the College 
from Green Mountain Junior Col- 
lege, Poultney, Vt., where he was 
professor of psychology and direc- 
tor of student personnel. He ob- 
tained his M Ed degree from Perin- 
sylvania State College in 1938 and 
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his Ph D from New York Uni- 
versity in 1943. Dr. Seibert is a 
graduate of Elizabethtown College 
and was teacher, guidance coun- 
sellor, and psychologist in Her- 
shey, Pa., for eight years. 

A former research fellow at 
Mellon Institute in Pittsburgh, 
Dr. Davis is beginning his first 
year of teaching at Juniata. He 
received his B.S. and M.S. degrees 
from Virginia Polytechnic Insti- 
tute, and Ph. D. from Johns Hop- 
kins University. 

Two new instructors in eccnom- 
ics are J. Robert Miller, Villa Park 
Ill., and Howard C. Wilson, Chica- 
go, Ill. Miss Katherine E. Hobbie, 
Lewistown, N. Y., is instructor in 
education; Miss Mabel Black, Day- 
ton, Pa., instructor in . English; 
Miss Jane Miller, Lititz, instructor 
in home economics; Miss Elizabeth 
Ann Shaffer, Confluence, instruc- 
tor in modern languages; and Miss 
Agnes Hess, Altoona, part-time in- 
structor in music. 

Assisting Coach P. M. Mike 
Snider in football are William R. 
Smaltz, former Penn State pass- 
ing ace, and Fred R. Bayer, Jr., 
Huntingdon, ex-Lehigh and pro- 
grid player. A. William Engel Jr., 
State College, is instructor in Eng- 
lish and director of publicity. 


Challenge to Youth 


OUTH of the world must meet 
the challenge of heading off 
“an apparent drift toward a third 
World War,” Dr. Calvert N. Ellis 
has warned students at the college. 
President Ellis urged under- 
graduates, including 260 veterans, 
to gear themselves for “a year of 
challenge” even though World 
War II is history. “We can avoid 
a third World War,” the president 
emphasized, “if the youth of the 
world will devote themselves to 
using instruments of our indus- 
trial civilization for the better- 
ment of everyone.” 

In his address to Juniata’s larg- 
est undergraduate body, Dr. Ellis 
encouraged students to “ask your- 
selves what you honestly expect 
from the college year. “I hope that 
you expect enough; that your ideal 
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is great enough and broad enough 
to challenge all your capacities,” 
the president advised. 

“We can offer you at Juniata the 
opportunities, but the choice and 
effort must be yours. The faculty 
can guide you; the library can 
offer the record of mankind’s 
struggles toward the light; the 
laboratory can give the chance for 
demonstration; and our common 
life is our proving ground.” 

“But it is your education,” Dr. 
Ellis stressed to students. “You set 
the stakes, and next June you will 
know how far you have come.” 


Leade rship Con ference 


UNIATA College’s entire faculty 

and 60 selected student leaders 
gathered at Camp Kanesatake pre- 
ceding the opening of the college 
year to exchange ideas in a fea- 
tured session of the Leadership 
Conference. 

Although selected faculty mem- 
bers have participated in the con- 
ferences in previous years, this 
was the first time that the complete 
faculty was invited to take part in 
the interchange of ideas and social 
get together. 

Designed to plan activities for 
the college year, the conference 
was the first off-campus gathering 
of student leaders since war began. 
A schedule of enlightening confer- 
ences plus worship and recreation- 
al activities was formulated by the 
student Senate.

NDIAN teams returned to the 

gridiron this year—but not by 
blazing a path of victoryand glory. 
After a three-season layoff and 
‘minus any brilliant holdovers 
from pre-war teams, it was con- 
ceded in pre-season dope that the 
team was a question mark from 
end to end and all the way back. 


Naturally, Juniata expected to 
join the post-war upswing in col- 
legiate football, but it bumped 
into half a dozen other schools 
equally as expectant. The 1946 
combination was molded around 
men who had seen some football 
action in service plus a bumper 
crop of freshman “war vets” who 
were eager to learn. The combina- 
tion, unfortunately, did not click. 

The explanation is probably an 
intangible one. It might take an 
objective analysis to uncover the 
real cause. Certainly, Juniata’s 
trio of coaches were well ac-

quainted with the ex-servicemen’s 
outlook on life in general and 
football in particular. 


Head Coach P, M. “Mike” Sni- 
der served in the Pacific as a Navy 


lieutenant instructing in the phy- 
sical training program and as an 
athletic director at several naval 
air bases. . 

Bill Smaltz, one of the nation’ 
top passers five years ago at Penn 
State, coached and played foot- 
ball at Camp Edwards, Mass., and 
Fort Bliss, Tex., and spent consid- 
erable time as a staff sergeant with 
an anti-aircraft outfit in the South 
Pacific. He coached the backs. 

Fred Bayer, line coach, is a vet- 
eran footballer who began his grid 
career in Huntingdon High School 
and later played pro ball. He serv- 
ed with an infantry division in 
Europe and was twice wounded. 
His brother, Bob Bayer, a former 
Princeton grid great and coach, 
assisted as an end coach. 

Over at Farrell, Pa., on October 
5, the Indians might have chalked 
up a victory instead of a 6-6 tie 
with Westminster if—that big if— 
alertness paid off in the scoring 
column.

fumbles were recovered by J.C. 
men. It was Bill Wilson’s recovery 
of the second half kickoff which 
set up the tying score by Chuck 
Bargerstock on a 32-yard dash. 


A massive Albright eleven, out- 
weighing the Indians nearly 30 
pounds to the man along the for- 
ward wall, merely overpowered 
Juniata on Parents’ Day, October 
12. It was a dreary, rain-swept 
day, always an aid to a heavier 
opponent, and Albright splashed 
to a 19-2 trimuph. The two points 
scored by Juniata represented the 
first score ever made against Al- 
bright in the five-game series. 


Susquehanna,° the ~ traditional 
rival from Selinsgrove, upset the 
dope on Homecoming Day by de- 
feating the Indians, -9-0.. The de- 
feat was not overwhelming but it 
was wide enough to convince the 
skeptics that the Crusaders were 
superior in J. C.’s own brand of 
alert football. Susquehanna scor- 
ed on a fourth down pass after re- 
covering a fumble and later 
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blocked a kick which bounced out 
of the end zone for a safety. 


Unbeaten Alfred University 
gave Juniata more than a sample 
of a powerhouse running attack 
in the second half of its game on 
College Hill, November 2. After 
being held scoreless by an in- 
spired Indian eleven in the first 
two periods, the Saxons:came back 
strong to record four touchdowns 
and amass 354 yards rushing in a 
27-0 triumph.

IN WORLD WAR II 


FOR A FEW years during the war period the Alumni Office assumed 

new duties in the special attention of Juniata men and women who 
were serving the country. By means of the Alumni Bulletin, the Juni- 
atian, the Jay-Ce-O-Gram, a special bulletin for them, and letters, 
they were kept informed about the news of the campus, and the story 
of their own experiences. To a limited degree this service is continued 
because many of the men and women are still in the service. 

Now, it is of great interest to them and to all Alumni Bulletin readers 
to learn what has happened to those who have been discharged. Start- 
ing with the last issue, information about the post war endeavors of 
our Juniata men and women in the service was given. It is continued 
in this and forthcoming issues until the record is complete.
